4 fathoms we have had the lode continually, Until we reach the hanging-wall 
| and get the direction of the lode we can hardly say whether it is the same lode 
|orno. There is no other lode known south of our lode. The ey dips 
southwards and eastwards. We shall resume the cross-cut south 
hanging-wall. It seems to me that we shall have a grand lode below tothe west.

Mr. CLARKE: What distance have we west of the shaft ?——Capt. WILLIAMS 
About 80 fathoms from Edward’s shaft. We are sinking Edward's shaft to get 
down to the 120.

Mr. JuLIUS ALINGTON: If we get what we expect there is plenty of ground 
there for a very fine mine. I was down in the mine two months ago, and I 

| think there is no doubt that the prospects are considerably better than any- 
thing we have had for a year or two. Of course, it is on!y a promise, not a ful- 
filment. 

Capt. WitLiAMs: I have not seen the mine looking so {well for six or seven 

years. 

j . A SHAREHOLDER: Do you see any probability of increasing the output ?—— 
| Capt. WILLIAMS: I would not advise it at the present. 
| The SHAREHOLDER: Do you contemplate proceedings at Van Hill ?——Capt. 
WILLIAMS: Not at present while lead is so low. It is a trial which I should 
| certainly recommend to be carried out if the lead trade looked a little brighter. 
| Mr. CLARKR: Have you done anything at the old workings ?——Capt. WIL- 
|t1amMs: We have cross-cutted north and south; but we merely found some 
| ribs of lead inthe soft lode. There was nothing there which would pay for 
| working now. 
| Mr. ALINGTON: We have never found any great quantity of lead to the east. 
——Oapt. WILLIAMs: No; but I believe that in depth east we shall have a good 
lode. There is a lot of ground east that will pay for working by rock-drills ; 
but not with hand labour. 

A SHAREHOLDER: Have you the drills? ——Capt. WILLiamMs: We have not 
got them yet. Wehave ample power to work the drills when we getthem. He 
(Captain Williams), in reply to further questions, said the western part of the 
mine was opening out very well. As they got further westward they had very 
— issues of gas. His late father used to say that ‘‘ when we Jose the gas we 
lose the lead, and when we find the gas we find the lead.” If the lode con- 
tinued to dip as it was dipping now they would be able to sink the main shaft 
further, and they would then have 200 fathoms on the lode. They were now 
7 2 fathoms a month, but with rock-drills they could sink 8 fathoms a 
month, 

A SHAREHOLDER: How long has the new lease to run?——The CHAIRMAN: 
Fourteen years from September, 1881. 

Capt. WILLIAMS said he had been making enquiries as to the best rock-drills 
for some time past. At Minera rock-drills were used for driving, sinking, cross- 
cutting, and stoping, and by their use they saved 14s. a ton, besides doing the 
work very much quicker than by hand labour. 

The CHAIRMAN said the directors had, after careful enquiry, determined on 
having rock-drills, and these would be putin as soon as possible. Rock-drills 
had not been successful in all cases, but it was felt they would be in this mine. 

A SHAREHOLDER asked if there was any reasonable expectation of the price of 
lead rising. (Laughter.)-—The CHAIRMAN replied that there had been many 
prognostications of a rise, but it had not yet come. It was simply a question of 
supply and demand, A tremendous amount of lead was sent from Spain. Any 
attempts to bolster up the price of lead would be sure to fail. They had now 
been receiving 10/. ge ton and under for lead ore, for which they at one time 
realised 16/, and 172. per ton. 

Mr. CLARKE said he was surprised that the accounts were as good as they were, 
considering the state of the lead market, and the necessarily heavy expenditure 
at the mine. (Hear, hear.) 

Captain WILLIAMS said they had raised 35,000 tons of stuff in the past year, 
which had been picked and dressed, besides some of the old halvan stuff. 

The Secretary added that since the company had been at work they had sold 
nearly 7.000 tons of lead ore. 

On the motion of Mr. WELsH, seconded by Mr. OLARKE, a vote of thanks was 
passed to the Chairman and directors. 

A vote of thanks was, on the motion of Mr. CLARKE, seconded by the CHAIR- 
MAN, passed to Oapt. Williams,——The meeting then closed. 











GREAT HOLWAY LEAD COMPANY. 


The general meeting of shareholders was held on the mine on 
Wednesday,—Mr. W. W. Mackeson, Q.C., in the chair. 

The notice convening the meeting and the minutes of the preced- 
ing one were read. 

The CHAIRMAN in moving the adoption of the report and accounts 
said: Notwithstanding my position in the world, I like work a great 
deal better than talking, so that I shall not have much to say upon 
the present occasion. This report is an emanation from my friend 
Mr. Bartlett, and I do not think there could be produced one more 
full or more honest. (Hear, hear.) There is not a statement in it 
for the accuracy of which the board are not prepared to vouch. Gentlemen, 
you have been over the mine yourselves, and it will be for you to say whether 
every fact that is stated here is not true. You may like to know the principle 
upon which this mine is conducted : it is this, that each director is determined 
to know everything connected with the mine, the exact position of every pitch, 
and the number of tons raised from it, and what we make or lose by it. We 
keep a correct debit and credit account of every pitch, so that we know what 
we are making by it and when it is wise to stop it. The balance-sheet states 
that there were 669 tons of lead raised and sold. Sometimes the returns have 
been more and sometimes less, as you will see from the paper which has been 
laid before you by my direction, but there you have a continuous stream of 
returns of ore, month by month. This next month, instead of raising 90 tons of 
lead and 50 tons of blende, the probability is that the mine will give 110 tons of 
lead and 60 tons of blende, and from all we see there is every chance that the 
returns will go on increasing until theend of the vear. The balance-sheet states 
the profit has been 3185/. 19s. 10d. ‘‘ Why onearth, gentlemen,” I dare say some 
shareholders who are here are saying, “‘ don’t you dividethat?” Simply for this 
reason, that we have spent it in carrying out the works at Eyton’s shaft. We 
have spent there 3515/., and preferred to carry out our plans there to dividing 
that money now. It is mainly due to the pluck of your secretary that we have 
taken up Eyton’s and Partridge’s shafts and laid out that large sum of 3515/. 
We have had to this time very little returns, because we have not completed 
the works; but, having completed expenditure on capital account there, we 
may now expect to shortly reap the benefit. The day before yesterday I started 
| six wagons from Partridge shaft with ore; to-day I star six wagons from 
Eyton’s, so that henceforth we shall have all the returns of ore from these two 
sections to add to those being derived from other parts of the mine. We have 
| daily recurns of everything that is done, and we repair to this spot whenever 
|wecan. Mr. Bartlett comes here periodically—perhaps a dozen times a year. 
We are indebted to him, in conjunction with Captain Harris, for our successes 
below. I believe he takes with him, when he goes underground, a divining- 
rod, for he has directed cross-cuts to be made which have resulted in several 
important discoveries, He has left the surface to a large extent to me, and, 
| thanks to the lessons learned from him, I can now superintend them. You 

have seen what we have done at surface. There are reservoirs upon reservoirs. 
| There is the corragated roof, which paid itself in two or three months by the 
| assistance it gave the men to work in all sorts of weather, and there is our great 
| dressing-floor, which isin communication with all parts of the mine by means 
|of tramways. Our storehouse has been greatly enlarged, and nearly all our 
| machinery (worked by water-power) is self-acting. It is my firm belief that 
| that this will be the greatest and most successful lead mining company in 
Waleo—it notelsewhere. (Cheers.)——Ool. J. H. SMITH (director) seconded the 

motion. 
| Mr. Epwarp J. BARTLETT, who, on rising, was heartily received, 
| said : Gentlemen,—First dealing with the balance-sheet, I may say 
| that any question you may wish to put to me, as a matter of figures, 
| I shall be pleased to answer. It may be instructive to you if I make 


| one or two remarks on items that occur in the profit and loss account, 
| in which you will see that we estimated we had 55 tons of lead and 40 tons of 
blende on March 14, valued at 700. We know that in many balance-sheets this 
| item is apt to become a somewhat elastic quantity, and stock on bank is put at 
a greater sum than it is worth. Ip our case it is not so, for since March 1) that 
quantity has been sold, and has regliged 7502. (Hear, hear.) In regard to 
directors’ fees, the way in which it appears here would imply that 550/. had been 
paid since the time of the last balance-sheet, but you must add to it another 
three months as the sum named represents fees for 15 months. I will now refer 
to capital account. The most important item, and one which J must allyde to 
| somewhat at length, is with regard to the expenditure at the Eyton section of the 
mine. I must do so, for this reason, that I fully expected to-day to have had the 
satisfaction of meeting a few of the shareholders who have expressed in a sense 
their displeasure that we, as managers of this concern, should during the year have 
| spent a sum of 3515/. Is. 3d. at Eyton’s, and that we did not wait for operations at 
| Roskell’s shaft to be so carried out as to get the drainage into that shaft, and so 
| have prevented the great expense jn question. Now, it isall very well for those not 
| acquainted with the working of the concern to almost condemn an expenditure 
| of this sort, but 1 am sure they wonld not do so if they were conversant with all 
the facts. When it became clear to ourselves that it might be months, or, 
perhaps years, before any benefit could be derived from Eyton’s by the work- 
ings at Roskell’s, it appeared to us that the hour for action had struck. 
It was an eyesore to us to see Eyton’s standing apparently idle, with its 
| riches untouched, not to speak of Partridge’s, bs stated to be rich; 
jand the question with us really came to —Are we justified in wait- 
ing for the developments in Roskell’s shaft, in order to get the proper 
bhevefits from Eyton and Partridge shafts? After much considera- 
tion and careful conference with Oaptain Harris, we decided at once to 
make a special and great effort to deal with Eyton’s workings, and in 
| pursuange of that determination we have brought them into the position 
they now occupy, Having ouce put our hand to the plough we did not 
look back; but after an expenditure of from 1000/. to 20001. we found thac 
| the task was much greater than we had anticipaied. I rather fancy, had 
| we abandoned it, that those gentlemen who do not coincide with the policy 
of the board would have been the first to have turned round upon us and said: 
| ** You ha e spent so much money at Eyton’s; you have found the task greater 
| than you expected ; and are you fit to be trusted with the management when at 
the trying moment vou turn your back upon the work and say, ‘ We will wait a 
| further opportunity ?’” The difficulties we have had t o encounter are referred 
| to somewhat sparsely in the report, and very properly so, because they have been 
| surmounted—surmounted with great skill, I venture to say, upon the part of all 
those connected with the management. We found that the pitwork was disre- 
| putable, and we had to strip the entire shaft, but now we have everything in

good order. Having accomplished that work, and that part of the se 
ew days being comparatively dry to the 128, is there not more than q tt in 
hope that we shall very shortly be raising a large quantity of ore from B 
workings?

the subscribed capital of the company.” The probability is that this month be 
shall sell 110 tons of lead. That is not very far short of our 150 tons. bec 
we take into consideration in our calculation the produce we now expect t 
derive from other parts of the mine. We have already sold 55 tons of lead tl is 
month, and from what you have seen lying on the floors you can imagine i 
rapidly we are accumulating ore for our next parcel. Another point which i 
think, asa very large shareholder, [ ought to touch upun is the disposable of the 
balance to the credit of profit and loss of 3.857, 19s. 10d. That money, as [ hare 
before explained, has been spent upon Eyton’s, and should gi -e us back large re- 
turns. If the only result of this expenditure had been that you hada profit of 
3185/., and nothing more, then there might have been some ground for com. 
plaint, but you must recollect that the whole of this year we have been en dea. 
vouring to open up reserves of ore, and I think we may say we have discovered 
a great deal more ore for the expenditure set forth than we have taken away, 
(Hear, hear.) That is a matter of extreme importance. (Hear, hear.) The 
great; object jiof Capt, Harris—and it has also been mine—during the past 12 
months has been to open up a certain section of ground, so that if we were 
falling short of returns of ore from any one part of the mine we might 
go to the new section, and so still have from 2) to 50 tons more from 
thence that particular month. This year, and, in fact, until recently, we 
could not have borne that strain, but I am now prepared to say this ‘that 
we have carried out that object to such an extent that to-day I venture to 
assert that we have thousands of pounds worth of ore in reserve. (Cheers,) 
I must refer to another matter to which objection has been taken in another 
quarter—that the directors have called the meeting on the mine.

Those who object state that the expense should not be borne by 
the company; but, gentlemen, I think that even reading the clear reports put 
before you is not so satisfactory as coming herejand looking over the property, as 
you have done to-day—(hear, hear)—and I defy you to understand, save as 
the result of personal observation, the vast amount of work that has been 
accomplished. I do not see that it is right for the directors always to hold their 
meetings in London; let them give an opportunity to the shareholders residing 
in Manchester, Liverpool, and the North tu come here and see whether those 
having the management have not done their very best. (Cheers.) As farasre- 
gards the general bulk of the shareholders, they seem to entertain the opinica 
that we have done our duty in the past,and the present meeting, if I may 
judge from the expressions I have heard, hold that view also. In addition to 
those shareholders whom [ haye the pleasure of seeing here, we have proxies 
representing 6846 shares, and those shareholders who have not sent their 
proxies have written letters of an encouraging and kindly nature. I hope that 
we shall be able to hold alternate meetings on the mine—in other words, we 
may hold the next meeting in London, and the succeeding one here, and 30 on. 
When next the shareholders meet on the mine I think they will see an even 
greater advancement than they have observed to-day. With regard to the price 
of lead, it is not for me to say much that is positive, and still more imprudent 
would it be for me to enter into the dubious regions of prophecy. We have 
suffered from depressed prices in common with all lead mines, and can only 
hope that we shall see in the near futurean advance. Possibly you may wish 
to heara word yyy | the local management. (Hear, hear.) Well, I have 
to assure you that it is all that can be reasonably desired. I went through the 
mine yesterday, and certainly was very highly pleased. The whole of the 
workings have been carried out by Capt. Harris as well as I could wish, and I 
can only express publicly the sense of extreme satisfaction I felt when I found 
how admirably everthing had been conducted underground. (Hear, hear.) 
With the attention paid to your interests here by Capt, Harris and the local 
staff, and with the constant supervision of myself, 1 believe that we have the 
greatest guarantee for the future success of this undoubtedly fine property. 
Let it, however, be distinctly understood that in developing a mine like Great 
Holway, and in bringing it up to a production of 150 tons of lead a month (and 
that is not the utmost limit to which I expect it will, by any means, reach), 
great care and attention are required. (Hear, hear.) Given this care and 
attention, and my profound belief is that when we next meet on the occasion 
of our annual gathering Great Holway will be in the very front rank of the 
lead-producing mines of this country. 

Mr. RusHForp stated that it had given him great pleasure that the directors 
had asked the shareholders to meet them upon the mine. If the meeting had 
| been held in London, he could not have attended it; but, inasmuch as it had 
| been arranged to he held here, it had given him the greatest pleasure to be pré 

sent. He had also experienced ao satisfaction in viewing the surface works 
which, he must say, were complete and perfect in every respect, and he could 
| not use words sufficiently strong to express his satisfaction with everything he 
had seen to-day, and with the explanations that had been furnished by the 
Chairman, the secretary, Mr. Gamble, and Capt. Harris. He was so satisfied 
with the mine that he looked to it for something great in the future, and regarded 
it at present as only in its infancy. The 100 tons a month now being returned 
would at no distant date, in his opinion, be capable of multiplication by two or 
three. (Hear, hear.) The mine wasa gigantic affair, and every point now being 
worked was proving successful. Lhere was scarcely a barren place, and he thought, 
a a review of all the facts, they must come to the conclusion that Great 
olway was destined'to become one of the finest mines in Wales. With respect 
to the balance-sheet, he quite coincided with the policy of the board, which led 
to the expenditure of the credit balance of 3185/. “They had great mines at 
Eyton’s and Partridge’s shafts, and had these not been developed the riches 
there contained would have remained untouched for an indefinite period, 
hence he coagnt the money had been wisely expended. He was perfectly 
satisfied with the directors’ fees, particularly when taking into consideration 
that the payment extended over fifteen months. The Chairman had shown a2 
uncommon amount of devotion to the company’s interests—a devotion imitat 
by his colleagues and the secretary, In regard to the dividend, he thought the 
directors had understated more than overstated what the shareholders wer? 
likely to receive. (Hear, hear.) . 

Mr. BRENMELL complimented Capt. Harris upon the manner in which be had 
carried out the works, and spoke of the completness of the arrangements he had 
witnessed to-day. 

The report was then unanimously adopted. 

Mr. RusHFoRD, in cordial terms, proposed the re-election of Mr. Mackeso® 
and Mr. Gamble as directors. The shareholders, he remarked, could il! spe 
the Chairman, and he hoped that he would remain at the head of this gre#* 
company for many years. Mr. Gamble was well informed on the subject © 
machinery, and was a most useful member of the board. , 

- HOLMES seconded the motion, and said he did not know where they could 
find gentiemen so efficient as those’ who now came before the shareholders for 
re-election. Speaking of the mine generally, Mr. Holmes, in the course of bis 
observations, said: I have visited the mine On several occasions, and wonder" 
how it was that a geutleman in the position of our learned Chairman could de 
vote so much of his time residing in Holywell. I believe there is in London # 
long vacation, which extends over something like four months, and the whole 
of that time is devoted by him to superintending the surface works at Great 
Holway. I do not know any instance of devotion on the part of a directo! 
similar to that which our Chairman has displayed. (Hear, hear.) If you bad 
seen this mine seven or eight years ago you would have had a very different 
opinion of it fro. what you entertain to-day. I have passed by that place month 
after month, and looking at it, have said with the old prophet—* Can these 
things live?” I have thought it was forsaken and done for, and that 
never in our time would those lead mines work again to success. A few yes 
afterwards, I happened to be in town and was told that Mr. Wim. Parry, who 
face we all miss on this occasion, had taken these mines, in conjunction with 
Mr. Bartiett.and when I heard it I was delighted, for 1 knew they would be 
energetically worked. I have watched the mines ever since, and have see, 
with ever-deepening interest how hey have goon. I have known Mr. Bartlett’ 
connection with other mines beside the Great Holway. Of the Denbighshire 
Consolidated Mine he said I wil! spend my last farthing to make it asuccess. Thé 
success has been delayed, and I thought the mine had been finally abandoned 5 
when lo! it has appeared stronger than ever, and T believe it is going to be 
paying concern. (Hear, hear.) There is another little mine in my own paris 
which has been carried on by a few people withoat success; it, however, cams 
into the market, and Mr. Bartlett bought it, and I was told by a well-inform’ 
person not long ago that they were raising blocks of lead 3 ewts. each. I though 
the statement was exaggerated, but the other day the clergyman of the p# s 
told me it was perfectly true, and that he had seen them.

not from anything particularly unfavourable in that special branch of the trade, 
for the returns we publish this week are fairly satisfactory, but when ordinary 
trade is quiet there is not much inducement for speculators to effect purchases.

It is a good sign to observe that in spite of the holiday season the shipments 
last week were well kept up, and make a favourable comparison with those for 
the corresponding time of last year, but the returns for the whole year show an 
unfavourable comparison with 1882. On Monday last there was no warrant 
market held on account of the holidays, but on Tuesday the price fluctuated 
betwixt 47s. 6d. and 47s. 744d.,and on Wednesday there was an easier market, 
and transactions were recorded from 47s. 6d. down to 47s. 4'4d., with sellers 
over. Yesterday the tone was again weaker, although prices were fairly steady 
between 47s. 2d. and 47s, ld.,and to-day (tne price has been further reduced, and 
clo:es at 47s. The shipments last week were 12,421 tons, against 12,375 tons for 
the same week of last year, or an increase of 46 tons, and which makes the 
total shipments for the whole of this year 129,4°1 tons, against 125,170 tons for 
the corresponding period of last year, and 110,898 tons for the same time of t 
previous year. It is satisfactory to note that two furnaces have been dampe' 
down, making the present total 111, against 113 last week, and the public stock 
has been further reduced by 1452 tons, and now amounts to 585,646 tons, against 
587,098 tons last week. 

The imports of Middlesborough pig-iron into Grangemouth last week were 
5590 tons, against 3695 tons for the similar week of last year, or an increase of 
1895 tons, and which makes the total decrease for the whole of this year, com- 
pared with last, 16,225 tons.

As usual, the reports supply many 
valuable suggestions and observations of a practical character, which, 
with the details concerning the metalliferous mines, will be fully 
elerred to in subsequent Journals.

EAST INDIA COMPANY FOR EXPLORATION AND MINING, 
Considerable attention having recently been directed to this com- 
| pany it may be interesting to state that it was formed in December, 
| 1881, to acquire the mining rights of Messrs, Wilson and Co., of 
Madras, and others, situated in the Honnali Taiug, of the Shimogo 
| District, Mysore, Southern India. Up to the present time the company 
has secured mining rights over a tract of between 11 and 12 square 
miles, and will eventually hold such rights over about 25 square 
!miles. The tract of country in which the company is interested has 
been marked out into 22 blocks, which were carefully examined and 
'separately reported on by Mr, Henry Prideaux, M.E., a gentleman 
who has had many years experience of mining in different parts of 
the world, and has had the practical management of gold and silver 
{mines in Nevada and California. Mr. Prideaux has gone most ex- 
haastively into the details of each part of the property, and in 
summing up he says: “I have seen the principal gold districts of 
India, and without wishing to say anything for or against any other, 
| I firmly believe that in Honnali you have the gold district of India.” 
A report on the geology of the Honnali gold field was also obtained 
in 1881 from Mr. R. Bruce Foote, F.G.S., of the Geological Survey of 
India. He dwells strongly on the continuity of the reefs, and argues 
that the very large number of reefs met with, and the constancy of 
the directions of their runs, proves conclusively that they are not 
| occupying mere chance cracks in the metamorphic rock series, but 
| are true veins or lodes. He concludes by saying: * Fissures belong- 
|ing to systems of such extensive development and important size 
| will assuredly prove to be of depth proportionate to their length, a: 
will consequently descend to great depths.” In “ Notes on a Traverse 
over some Gold Fields of Mysore,” published in the Records of the 
Geological Survey of India for November 1882, Mr. Bruce Foote 
says, when speaking of the Honnali gold field: “ The gold is so 
generally distributed through the red soil that it is clear that many 
lof the reefs must be auriferous, and the quantity found is sufficient 
to justify strong hopes that a profitable mining industry may be 
developed by working the richer reefs. The reef which, at the time 
of my visit, was regarded as the most promising, and to which the 
name of Turnbull’s Reef had been given, is one of a series of three,

| Oct. 10 last, is 400,000 rupees, in 4000 shares of 100 rapees each, of 
| which 2000 were issued as fully paid up to the East India Company 
| for exploration and mining, and the balance is held by the Indian 
|subscribers. This company is losing no time in setting to work 
having already purchased and brought over from Australia suitable 
| machinery, and also secured an experienced mining staff from the 
{gold mines in Victoria. The company’s agents report that the 
machinery arrived in Madras in January, and that the balk of it 
should be at the mines about the middle of last month. The 
directors are at present negociating with another company, which it 
is proposed to form in India, to purchase and work No. 2 block, ex- 
tending to about 680 acres.

In this arrangement the two reciprocating rods have platforms 
fixed to them on their inner sides at distances apart, equal to twice 
the stroke, which are used as a double-acting man engine, and on 
their outer sides they have platforms fixed at distancés apart equal 
to the stroke. Corresponding to these fixed platforms are plated 


opposite them on the two sides of the shaft, so that they act as two | 


separate single-acting man engines, and by these the miners ascend, 
the ascent being made bythe footholds on the inner side of the rods, 
as by a double-acting man engine. Each miner thus makes the ascent 
in half the time required for his descent, but the total time required 
for the descent of a number of miners is less than thaf required for 
the ascent of the same number since there are praitticaliy two single- 
acting man engines. 

The rods of the majority of man engines are made of wood (chiefly 
pitch pine), though wire ropes have also long been used in place of 
wooden rods ; more recently they have been formed of flat iron bars.
